In a Decree of the 5th inst.—after 


adverting to the disastrous occurrence 
of the 2 1st uh. in the Districts of Ori- 
huela. and Murciu, by which was sud- 
denly converted into a desert, a tract oi 
fruitful country, in which stood before 
20 buildings consecrated to the public 
worship, and upwards of four thousand 
houses, and fabrics of various descrip- 
tions, under the ruins of which are 
now- 


buried numbers of their late tenants, 
together with their crops, their cattle, 
and all their wealth. His Catholic Maj- 
esty makes it known, that he and his 
Queen ha\e, out of their private purses, 
made a donation of §75,000 for the re- 
lief of the surviving sufferers, besides 
his ordering 20,000 fancgus of wheat to 
be applied to the same purpose, out of 
the tithes of the Crown ; and further ex- 
horts, in the most urgent manner, the 
corporations, grandees, prelates, and 
nobles of his kingdom, the opulent, and 
in short every class of his subjects, to 
come to the assistance oi' their unfortu- 
nate brethren.

"The important question concerning
